wittingly, the genetic scien- 
tists had not only created the 
ultimate Кіпа machine but 
also e totaliy insane, mad bug- 
ger The mutant fed on 
negative emotions, which И 
found in abundance aboard 
Red Dwarf and, as its neme 
implied, wes e shape changer 
able to traneform Its mass Into 
an infinite veriety on con- 
figurations. It first mede Its 
presence known to our 
heroes when it moulded ite 
ilkeness into one of Lister's 
shami kebebs, the recipe was 
iethal enough to begin with 
Later the Poiymorph assumed 
humen female form to entice 
and then make ite assauit on 
the Cat - the accomplished 


actress Frances Barber 
agreed to take on this 
unusueily smaii role as a 
speciel favour to the writers 
But by fer its most fearsome 
shape, Mrs Rimmer not- 
withstanding, was the huge 
armour-piated, vagueiy 
humenold weapon of destruc- 
tion — complete with more 
teeth than the entire Osmond 
family — that emerged from 
Lister'e laundry basket Stili, it 
could have been worse, it 
might heve been one of his

Maggie Steed featured in an 
untypical role in Quarantine 
The actress pleyed

succumbed to a deadly holo- 
virus, ironically the product 
of her own research The 
disease not oniy endowed ite 
victims with powerful psychic 
abiities - by stimulating the 
unused areas of the brain - 
but instilled іп them а 
Murderous intent, not surpris- 
мау, when Rimmer con- 
tracted it he became htiy 
more irritating than usu; 


The most unusual threat to 
the crew of Red Dwarf came 
from themselves, or at ieast 
from оў” versions оі 
themselves In Demons and 
Angels a triplicator recreated 
Red Dwarf in both perfect and 
badiy fiawed forms Aboard 
this latter ship were 


degenerate, immoral counter- 
parts of the original crew who 
wished to vecate their own 
disintegreting space ship and 
take over the perfect version 
In true bad-guy style, the 
villains would stop st nothing 


to get what they wanted, in- 
cluding utilising the original 
Lister as a remote-controlied 
instrument of death 


To date the last monster to 
have в go was the Юезрвіг 
Squid, an enormous marine 
animel, which put paid to the 
rest of the Ме on its pianet 
with its haliucinogenic venom 
The squid was the end pro- 
duct of accelerated evolution, 
the result of millions of years 
of evolution crammed into 
three.

| must say, because It was the first 
leading part at the Natlonal Theetre 
l'd had And then, as that was com- 
ing to an end, they offered me e 
very nice part as Justice Vellance in 
‘The Recruiting Officer’, which 
runs until the end of September 

It's funny, while I've been at the Na- 
tional, 'cos | always send myself up 
to be a Northern working class 
twat, which is really ail І am, but I've 
bean playing terribly classy 
Characters and I'm a bit nervous 
that they'll get the idea that I'm an 
upper class sort of character, "соз | 
don't really enjoy the upper class 
ones so much І епјоуад Rat 
because it was nice to actually con- 
vince people that was who | was All 
the reviews said they thought | was 
terribly classy, and | mean that's a 
load of bollocks, but | convinced 
them can do It, and that's exciting, 
tan't it, and | like that — but I don't 
want to get stuck with that because 
| like lowlifes, you know Mistar 
Weller was good In 'GBH', і mean 
that wes an enormously successful 
role for me, that's probably my big- 
gest, highest profile telavision role, 
and that brought me more accleim 
for a television performance than 
anything really I'd ever done | 
recently played a toothless flraman 
in ‘London's Burning - they 
wanted somebody that could take 
their teeth out - and ha was a bit 
of a Northern working ciass twat, so 
Г am keeping а nice reasonable 
balance And last year, | Played my 
first West End leed, In Alan 
Bleasdale's play 'Having a Ball', 
which gave me a lot of notoriety 
because | had to appear naked on 
stage, so that was quite a thing 


RDM isn't that the реу that 
Sylvester McCoy was in this year? 


DR That's right, but it was written 
for me and | played the original per- 
formances of It at Oldham Rep, 
about ten, twelve years ego Then | 
did e national tour of It, and an 
Australian tour as well, but it didn't 
do terribly wall in Austrelia, sadly. it 
lost an awful lot of money and caus- 
ed me a lot of personal heartache, 
because | directed it and it wasn't a 
particularly well recelved ehow | 
had e lot of unhappiness with that, 
because It was very difficult beinga 
director anyway You're naturally 
slightly distanced from the actors 


— If | was nice to them and Jolly 
with them, they'd piss about on 
stage and they didn't take the 
enticism so weil Also | was married 
then and | didn't heve my wite and 
family with ma for many weeks | 
got terribly, terribly low and very 
disturbed by that, because I'm nor- 
mally a very gregarious fellow So It 
was very hard for me personally, | 
don't think | did it terribly well and I 
certainly will nevar do И again | 
much prefer doing a scene, coming 
off stage and having a cup of coffee 
and a chinwag, and not having to 
worry about what colour the cur- 
tains should be or whather the 
Stage Is too far forward 


RDM when did you first make 
the move into television work? 


DR well, that came while І was at 
Contact | did a series for Granada 
called 'Yanks Go Home", which was 
fairly successful - it was a spoof 
of the Americans in Warrington, 
when there wes thet big camp thare 
during the war | had a huge great 
hendlebar moustache m those 
days, that used to come right down 
Into my mouth ~ | could eat the 
bloody thing, it was shocking! 
However, | went to Granada and 
thay liked it, and they gave me the 
part of this daft barman, and that's 
when | first got a good break in 
television, 

Then | went on to do a series which 


was more successful than that — In 
fact, people still know my voice now 
from that - called ‘Leave it to 
Charlie’ which was a comady pro- 
gramme set In Bolton іп an In- 
Surance office, with Peter Sallis, 
David Roper, Gwan Cheryl and 
myself as the four main charactere 
Г played a silly caretaker called 
Harry Hutchings ın the first 
episode, but Granada liked what | 
did with it so much that they asked 
me to go back and | did another thir- 
ty And Mike Craig saw me play that 
character, and when Rob Grant end 
Doug Naylor were writing a radio 
Serles for Mike Craig, which was 
Set In an old peoples' home, he 
remembered me and gave me the 
part of thie similarly daft old bloke 
with no teeth That's whare | first 
met Rob and Doug, and It was from 
there that they went on to write for 
television and thought of me for 
‘Red Dwarf" 

The interesting thing from my polnt 
of vlew was that history sort of 
repeated itself, because again, Rob 
and Doug asked me to go back and 
play Kryten for a whoie series of 
"Red Dwarf’ Sadly, it was very bad 
timing for me, because I'd only just 
Started working at the Old Vic, do- 
ing 'Flea in Her Ear’, and it was ny 
first opportunity to work at that 
wonderful theatrs Also, | couldn't 
really, | suppoae, legally get out of 
it to come and do "Нед Dwarf’ If It 
had been done on a Sunday as it 


has been done previously, there 
was the possibility that they would 
have worked round me, but the 
whole scheduling had changed and 
they were filming ıt during the 
week So there were several pieces 
of bad iuck trom my point of view 
that really shoved Kryten out ot the 
window tor me, and І had to let it go 
to someone else, which Із always 
very distressing Из like having а 
baby and giving it away, you don't 
really like giving It to someone eise 
| know Robert (Liewellyn) Із very 
good and І like him, but it's still sort 
of "Thats my part there!" you 
know, you get very Jealous of your 
own characters. 


RDM He's made tus interprete- 
tion vary different from yours, 
hasn't he? 


DR Well absolutely, and I'm sure 
that was the right thing to do 
Theres no pomt in trying to 
recreate another actor's role, 
because thats not what acting's 
about | did it the way І did because 
К fit my imagination of the 
character, but if Robert tries to 
reproduce what / imagine it to be, 
It's bound to go wrong With any 
performance that you get 1! you try 
to do what someone else has done 
with it, you fall down Its got to 


grow trom Inside, a kind ot organic 


thing that 15 entirely yours You're 
already interpreting what someone 
else hes written, and If you then try 
to do what someone else has done, 
you just completely get it wrong | 
think actors have to take their own 
road that way — and any actor 
worth his salt will do that 


ROM How long did it take to get 
into the Kryten make-up? 


DR Originally, К was terribly long, 
terribly ditticult, because it was a 
totally new thing for them The 
most difficult thing for me was hav- 


Ing that head mask mada and hav- 
ing to be totally Immarsed іп 
plaster Га had it done once before 
and І was terribly, terribly 
cleustrophobic | was playing a cat 
in a commercial tor cat litter — this 
Із what you come to, Isn't й? 
(laughs) — so | had this thing on, 
and | got really scared. It didn't taka 
very long to set, ten minutea or so, 
but it seems a long time when 
you'ra totally blecked out | felt like 
tearing | off! 

So when i went up to play Kryten 
and they said, ‘Youre going to 
have to have а tuli face mask "' Im- 
mediately my heert started poun- 
ding But | thought well, when | gat 
there, they'll say, "Оп It's only your 
upper fece," so It won't be quite so 
bad - but it wasn't, it was the full 
monty agaln. Gledly tor me, the ae- 
cond time wasn't so bad, | did cope 
with It much better Also, | think 
maybe things have improved elight- 
ly in terms of techniques because | 
seemed much quicker — it dried 
very quickly and it was off reaily 
without the same horrors that I'd 
had the original time 

Then, on the day of the actual film- 
Ing, | was there at seven In the mor- 
ning and | think altogether it took 
about nine hours to put It on Из 
funny, It's terribly tiring having thet 
kind ot thing done to you ~ І don't 
know why It would be, you're juet 
sitting there — but you're having all 
thie stuff stuck on your face and 
you're having difficulty breathing if 
you have e slight cold, which І seem 
to remember | had thet day, and 
your head itches, you know а пке 
having plaster on any part ot you, it 
ls terribly uncomfortable and, | sup- 


розе, wearing, due to just the strain 
of ен па there in a chalr for that 
length ot time Then of course, 
come six o'clock, your audience are 
coming In and you've got to etart 
doing your actual job! So Н was e 
very tiring dey and | remember 
thinking "Christ, they haven't рай 
me a traction of what | ehould have 
had tor thla,"" becauee It was such 
hard work But | know thet Robert's 
meke-up'e down to about an hour 
and a halt or something like that 
now. | don't think thsy have 
anywhere near the kind of problems 
that we hed In the eerly days 


RDM и must have been a fot 
easier playing the Toaster! 


DR You know, that was wonderful 
that Toaster, because І didn't even 
hava to learn the lines | juet went in 
and read it, it was wonderful It was 
like doing radio, of course All ec- 
tors (ка redio, because it's the 
easieet job in the world, you just 
hava to etand Іп front of the 
microphone and read It The trouble 
Із, the money'e стар! 

With tha Toaster, it was also nice to 
feel part ot the team again — It was 
nice to see Doug and Rob and 
Robert and all the other cast — 
aspeclally In such а zany, one-off 
role. It'e great to Бе eble to say that 
you've played e toaster et one point 
In your careeri 


RDM Did you aver see the 
episodes John Lenahan did as the 
Toaster, in the first series? 


DR І didn't know someone elee 
had played the Toaster Meybe | 
had seen It, but hadn't геейу clock: 
ed it. | watched all of the first 
series, because | Ilke the pro- 
gramme enormously, | ке Rob and 
Doug'e work very much - eo 
maybe | saw the Toaster In thet and 
! just forgot about It 


RDM Wouid you like to return to 
"Нед Dwarf"? 


DR 1 would, yes. very much When 
I did the Toaster, it was e peculiarly 
hard time for me, because Га left 
my wife that week. | mean, | en- 
joyed the work, but what was going 
on In my private life was very hard 
at thet time, so I'd love to go back 
now, when | could really anjoy it, 


RDM Would you go back as 
Kryten, If the role was available? 


DR well, it would be very ditticult 
to bring another Kryten beck, and It 
would be foolhardy | reckon, 
because the audience identify with 
Robert as Kryten - | only did the 
one episode in whet was a series of 
other episodes, so my cheracter 
was juet like a little vignette, e one- 
off little gem that hopefully burned 
brightly for a tew seconds and then 
was forgotten. And | would have dif- 
ficulty, becauee It was such a long 
time ago and | can hardly remember 
what | did – so it would be a false 
creation, | would be trying to copy 
what I'd done rether than it being — 
again, like | wae saying ~ an 
organic, spontaneous creation 

1 would like to pley another 
cheracter, I'd llke them to be 
floating round epaca and tind some 
othar zany who le equally odd and 
atrange, that | could put my т- 
agination to work on | never say по 
to work, anywey — nobody does, 
do they? - and І know Rob and 
Doug very well and they know me

happy to do it I'd llke to maybe play 
a poker next time | love pokers! 


RDM Are there any other roles, 
any sort of dream parts, that you'd 
really like to play? 


DR Well it's tunny people do ask 
me that queetion a lot, but I've 
alweys been more interested In 
making good with what | ve got than 
in Imagining what 1 d like to теке ot 
what | could have І think if | wanted 
play some of the great roles like 
Hamlet or something like thet, I'd 
probably botch it up, because I'd 
want to play it so much that when І 
got it into my hands, | wouldnt 
know what to do with it So І don't 
have any great ambition to play any 
of the great named parts, other 
than the ones I've already played 
Гуе had some nice stuff on offer 
trom the Royal Shakespaare Com- 
pany, but i've chosen to stay where 
Lam, and I'm at а stege where parts 
are coming along which | do want to 
play, so I'm happy with that really | 
enjoy pleying parts that have a sort 
of comic potential, that are also a 
bit odd, a bit zany and І can use all 


that zany energy to create 
something stranga І don't like play- 
ing parts that restrict me and mske 
me terribly straight and serious very 
much. But І don't have many ambi- 
tlons to pick particular parts out of 
tha ar Из pretty unrealistic 
anyway, becausa if | wanted to play 
Hamlat, people'd say ''Well tough, 
you ain't gonna get it". — unless | 
can play it as a Northern working 
class twat! 


RDM what about movies? 


DR weil yeah, I'd love to do 
movies lve never playad In any 
movies - I've been up for a few, 
but I've never got them, for one 
reason or another | think the thing 
ts, the mora high profile you 
become as an actor the more рео- 
ple know you and the more chance 
you have of working Now | am at 
my most well known in my career 
that | have ever been, "сов I'm at 
the National Thaatre, and | think all 
these doors, lika movies and better 
parts In various things, are opening 
up for me now which they weren't 
five years ago So | think really I'm 
at avery good point in my career -
